solely by limitation of quantity. 
Under 
Mid» conditions the money volume is not 
determined by the minos and the demands 
of trade, as a metallic currency in theory is 
and was contemplated in the constitution, 
but is arbitrarily limited, and its value 
regulated in the same manner as a volume 
of inconvertible paper would be. The sooner 
a change can be made from this condition 
to the true ground of bimetallism the 
better. 
Three ways for the change are ad­ 
vocated by Mr. Warner—opening the mints 
to unlimited coinage on the present ratio, 
changing too coinage ratio to conform more
